The National Character 


WHENEVER the German 
national character is discuss- 
ed, someone wii invariably 
remark that he has known such 
decent, kindly Germans, and will 
protest against “generalisations”; 

ithout perceiving that !t is he 
who is advancing an unwarrant- 
able generalisation in arguing 
about the character of a nation 
from that of individuals, often of 
individuals met outside their own 
national surroundings, Even with 
regard to inanimate matter it is 
unsafe to argue from particles to 
aggregates: the afom is the same 
in graphite, and in diamonds; 
and it is not possible from 
the way.in which a lump of 
coal burns to infer the behaviour 
of an entire bed of the same cval. 
Aggregates have their own in- 
dividuality and laws. 

A social agglomeration can be 
a crowd or an organised unit, 
individuals in mass juxtaposition 
or in crystallised form. The 
psychological peculiarities even of 
the crowd vary as between differ- 
ent nations. But still ater and 
more significant are the differ- 
ences between the forms of com- 
munal life which nations ‘have 
developed, and the variations in 
the degree of freedom or of moral 
sense which these forms present, 
preserve, or attain. A nation can 
crystallise above or below the 
average moral level of the indivi- 
duals who compose it. 

Most types of social groups can 
be found, in one form or another,

Inquiries showed this situation 
‘in various centres: 
| Birmingham: The influx of 
‘workers into the industrial Mid- 
lands has made the shortage acute. 
| Many tobacconists display notices 
} saying, “Sorry, no cigarettes. This 
is correct.” At other shops re- 
gular customer's are getting only 
a quarter of their usual purchases. 

Liverpool: Early morning 
queues for cigarettes. Many shops 
closed for days at a time. 

Manchester: Few tobacconists 
selling openly lest queues form 
outside their doors. Some shops 
selling to regular customers only, 

Nottingham: Cigarette manu- 
facturers state that the shortage 
is chiefly due to increased con- 
sumption and to the movement 
ef population. 

Sheffield: Only regular custom- 
ers are supplied, and some shops 
refuse to serve women at all. 

| Leeds: Stocks rarely last more 

than a few hours. Many people 
who rarely visit public-houses 
now drink at places known to 
have cigarettes in the hope of 
being able to buy some. 

In the South the position is bet- 
ter, but some London retailers 
will not sell more than 10 ciga- 
rettes daily to one customer, and 
many shops have no stocks of the 
more popular brands, 

What ts the explanation? 
Board of Trade offictal sald 
that-it wag a case of higher 
demand for & emalter supply. 
“Since Aupgusi,” he said. “sup- 

plies have been cut by 10 per 
cent. At the same time, the de- 
mand has risen all over the coun- 
try.

Britain has no greater assets than the highly train- 
ed civil servants who know. the leaders of the Arab, 
and Moslem world through long years of. service. | 


Among. these. officers 


one of the most able. and 


distinguished is Sir‘Kinahan Cornwallis, present 
British Ambassador to Iraq, who liad had the main 
burden of meeting the Rashid Ali revolt against Bri- 


tish influence. 


Britain is fortunate in having a 
group of men like Sir Kinahan to 
deal with Arabs who value above 
all the character and _ integrity 
that men of this stamp can show. 
Nothing so commands Arab res- 
pect and admiration as honesty 
and courage. 


As Special Agent of the De- 
partment of State in Egypt, I first 
came into contact with Sir Kina- 
han at Cairo during the autumn 
of 1917.-He was then Director of 
the Arab Bureau, that branch of 
the British Political Intelligence 
Service made famous by Col. T. E. 
Lawrence in the “Seven Pillars 
of Wisdom.” 


Under the guidance of Sir 
Kinahan the Arab Bureau 
gathered secret information about 
the Arab and Moslem wor'd from 
the four corners of the earth. 


Close Watch On 
Arabs 


Sitting in a musty office in 
Cairo reading the Arab Bulletin, 
confidential publication of the 
Arab Bureau, I was amazed to 
find that Sir Kinahan and his staff 
were keeping as close watch of 
the Arabs in South America and 
the United States as of Arab 
activities in Egypt. India, and the 
Arab Lands of Asia. 


At that time in 1917 Sir Kina- 
han already had spent eight years 
in the Sudan and three years in 
Fgypt as a member, first of the 
ervice and then of 
the Egyptian Civil Service. 


He was comparatively youth- 
ful when he became Director of 
the Arab Bureau In 1916. He 
was a tall, large-frame, power- 
fully bullt young man, his 
hands and face bronzed by 
years of exposure to the sun 
of the Sudan.

He was an inscrutable looking 
person who struck me as res¢m- 
bling that type of American In- 
dian idealised by Remington in 
his famous statues. One could 
not Ikeep from speculating on 
whether he had Indian blood in 
his veins. 


Instinetively “I knew 1 had. met

brought me into contact with ‘him 
on many occasions between 1917 
and November. 1919. I dis- 
covered that my: ori¢inal 
judgment had been correct; he 
was a man of integrity, who could 
be trusted.’

In the summer of 1919 when the 
American Section of the Inter- 
‘national Commission on Mandates 
in Turkey, known as the King- 
Crane Commission, arrived in 
Palestine and Syria, the Arabs 
were seething with nationalism, 
fanned to the explosion point by 
President Wilson’s philosophy of 
self-determination. It was then 
that I was most impressed by the 
honesty and fhe well-balanced 
judgment of Sir Kinahan, at the 
time a colonel in the British Mili- 
tary Intelligence. 


Convinced by my own investi- 
gation as Technical Adviser to the 
King-Crane Commission. that the 
Arab Government in Damascus 
was catrying on a_ widespread 
propaganda against the French, 
I put the question up to Sir Kina- 
han in Damascus. He knew I had 
no documentary proof ‘of my sus- 
picions, he could have said they 
were baseless. Instead he saidt 
“Yale, your deductions are abso- 
lutely correct; but we the British, 
have had nothing to do with the 
Arab propaganda against our Al- 
lies.” 

I knew he was speaking the 
truth. 


Solution Sought 


In the autumn of 1919 when I 
went to London’ with the vain 
hope of solving the Arab problem 
by what has been called in “The 
Letters of T. E. Lawrence of 
Arabia,” “The Yale Plan,” the 
)}man whose judgment I most de- 
pended upon was 
He, I knew, was conversant with 
every aspect of the situation. He, 

was convinced, was the man 
best fitted to pass judgment upon 
the solution of the Arab problem. 


In 1921 Sir Kinahan accom- 
panied.Emtr Fatsal to the Iraq 
after the fiasco in Syria. When 
Faleal became King of the Iraq, 
Sir Kinahan was made Adviser 
to the Ministry of the Interior 
where he had his finger on the 
very pulse of the political life 
of the Iraq throughout those 
years when the new Arab king- 
dom was going through the tri- 
bulations of J|nfancy. ; 


In 1935 Sir Kinahan retired 
and settled: down on a. country 
estate in England; his strenuous 
career seémingly ‘at, ‘an-end: But 
on the outbreak of war in 1939 
he was recalled. to the. Foreign 
Office where he served until it 
‘became apparent that an-experi- 
egced diplomat. was..needed - at 
Baghdad. On February 12.. 1941, 
Sir Kinahan was. appointed his 
Majesty’s - Ambassador. ° Extra- 
ordinary and’, Plenipotentiary -to 
the Iraq. >...
